Plans Immediate 
Talk With Allies On 
Surprise Soviet Bid 


WASHINGTON LF — The United 
States planned to consult promptly 
today wath Britain and France on 
its stern rejection of Russia’s sur­ 
prising bid for a hand in control 
of Western defenses through a new 
“ security” system. 
For its part, Washington turned 
down the Soviet maneuver last 
night as a boring-from-within trick 
“ to gain admittance within the 
walls of the West, to undermine 
its security.” 
Moscow' offered to consider join­ 
ing the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization if the Western Powers 
would (A> join a Russian-sponSoied 
European security plan from which 
Germany would be barred and f B ) 
scrap plans for a European De­ 
fense Community (EDC) in which 
German troops would be rearmed. 
Initial Western reaction showed 
some division, and officials said 
it was reasonable to assume there 
would be consultation with Britain 
and France on the formal replies. 
A few hours after Soviet For­ 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov hand­ 
ed his proposals to Western am­ 
bassadors in a 
10-page note, a 
French Foreign Office spokesman 
said the note would require careful 
study “ as it represents a consid­ 
erable modification” of proposals 
on the same subject which the Sov­ 
iets had put forth at the Berlin 
Big Four conference in February. 
In washington, meanwhile. Sec­ 
retary of States Dulles and his top 
advisers wound up a quick study of I 
the Russian m essage with a state­ 
ment categorically turning down 
the Soviet move. 
What Molotov proposed was that 
the United States should join a 32- 
nation European security treaty j 
which he had first put forth at [ 
the Berlin meeting. He then sug­ 
gested that the United States — 
and Red China—should sit in mere­ 
ly as observers.

Utilities To Take 
Away 1947 ‘Freeze* 


COLUMBUS. Ohio Of — Repre­ 
sentatives of several Ohio gas com­ 
panies appeared before the state 
utilities commission today to re­ 
quest an end to the freeze on in­ 
stalling new gas heating equip­ 
ment. 
The freeze has been effective 
since 1947 at the request of the 
gas companies, who were unable 
to supply an enlarged market. 
East Ohio Gas Co. and the Ohio 
Fuel Gas Co. are two of the ma­ 
jor firms making the request. 
East Ohio said it has been lim­ 
ited to three gas conversion instal­ 
lations to each new dwelling in­ 
stallation. 
Company 
representa­ 
tives said today enough gas is now 
available to supply “the industrial 
and home needs of all.” They said 
this was made possible by building 
additional large pipelines and in­ 
creasing purchases of natural gas 
from the southwest. 
Ohio Fuel Gas Co. said it can 
assure full service to its market, 
including gas for space heating and 
new industrial loads to its retail 
markets and wholesalers. 
Loring E. Heckman of New York 
City, assistant vice president of 
Columbia 
Gas 
System 
Service 
Corp., told the commission East 
Ohio could supply an average peak 
day requirement of 1.569,600,000 cu­ 
bic feet. 
That figure would include resi­ 
dential, commercial, municipal and 
industrial users. 
Heckman said new pipelines and 
the company’s increased gas story 
age now can handle the demand. 
Ohio Fuel, an affiliate of Colum­ 
bia Gas System, serves 565.000 re­ 
tail customers and 1.262 industrial 
customers in 49 Ohio counties. It 
delivers gas at wholesale to cities 
that include Cincinnati. Dayton, 
Delaware and Bellefontaine. 
Another witness for Ohio Fuel 
was Paul W. Rogers, chief engi­ 
neer for Ohio Fuel.

Tax-Cutting 


The script calls for all hands to stand up and 
cheer about the cuts in excise-tax rates ap­ 
proved by Congress just before another set of 
cuts would have gone into effect automatically 
because of the expiration of the laws which set 
the rates. 
It is a pleasure to hope everything expected 
of the revision m ay somehow materialize. There 
always is the possibility some of the cuts m ay 
have the effect of stimulating business turn­ 
over and thereby increase the next tax yield. 
But the gritty truth about excise-tax cutting 
in 1954 is that it cannot be justified by financial 
logic. The cutting authorized in the law' passed 
by Congress this week merely adds to the hodge­ 
podge decried by President Eisenhower last 
Jan u a ry when he recommended a systematic 
overhauling of the excise-tax setup. 
It adds still further to the inequities which 
cause taxes to be collected on electric blankets 
but not on electric heating pads, on skis but 
not on skates—which cause a tax to be col­ 
lected from the purchaser of an electric stove 
but not from the purchaser 
of 
a 
washing 
machine. 
Sen. Byrd of Virginia is a useful congress­ 
m an to have around at a time like this, be­ 
cause he tries to be a financial realist. He 
voted against the bill because he said there 
was no logic in cutting down government in­ 
com e when nothing was being done in Congress 
to cut down sa n d in g . That m akes Sen 
Byrd 
a spoil-sport, though he too is hoping for the 
best. 
The best in this instance would be a tax loss 
of something less than the billion dollars esti­ 
m ated as the probable loss from the tax-cutting 
which went into effect April I. 


Consumers Have I he Answer 
The beginning of April is the beginning, in a 
sense, of the most significant experiment likely 
to be undertaken in Washington this year. 
Whether or not a government can m ake a 
rational approach to a politico-economic prob­ 
lem in agriculture is about to be tested with 
a readjustm ent in the subsidy foundation for 
dairy prices. 
The only com parable instance of subsidy re­ 
adjustm ent was in the case of potatoes in the 
late forties. But potatoes are an easier com­ 
modity to m anage than the various forms of 
dairy production. They are planted, cared for 
and produced in a single season. The bulk of 
potato production is in a few' localities. 
When the level for support of potato production 
was cut back to 60 per cent of parity, potato 
overproduction stopped in a hurry. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson hopes to es­ 
tablish a m ore realistic basis for nationwide, 
long-range dairy production by cutting back 
the support level to a point which will encourage 
greater use of butter, milk and cheese. 
The answer to the problem he is trying to 
solve in behalf of the dairy industry lies with 
consumers. If they respond as he hopes they will 
to m ore favorable price levels, their greater 
use of dairy products will do what Secretary 
Benson contends must be done: It will establish 
parity for dairy products in the marketplace. 
That would relieve taxpayers of the vast sub­ 
sidies which m ust be figured as part of the 
cost of eating and prove that government is not 
the helpless victim of either its errors or omis­ 
sion or commission. 


‘Criminal Conspiracy’ 
There is a moral to be drawn from the long, 
drawn-out attem pt to get rid of the corrupt 
International Longshoreman’s Union in the port 
of New York 
What is now called by city, state and federal 
officials a “ criminal conspiracy'’ choking the 
life out of a great seaport was not always 
regarded rn that dark and unfavorable light. 
It had the full protection of a federal law'. 
Like the Communist-dominated unions which 
were protected by the CIO for so many years, 
the AFL stoutly refused to pay any attention 
to critics who pointed out time and time again 
that the International I 'mgshoremen's 
Union 
was little m ore than a government-authorized 
shakedown of the shipping trade in the port 
of New York. 
Through its government - backed contract 
with shippers, the bosses of the shakedown had 
reached an untouchable position. It is significant 
in this respect that even to d a y , though the 
AFL has belatedly decided to put a new union 
in the field, this organization’s right to c a r r y 
on collective bargaining for longshoremen is 
legally cloudy. 
Many shippers are unwilling to alienate the 
bosses of the old union until the bosses of the 
new one have dem onstrated ability to m ake 
themselves as untouchable as the original Wag­ 
ner Act m ade Joseph P. Ryan and 
"Tough 
Tony” Anastasia.

United States, they enjoy constitu­ 
tional rights which cannot be im ­ 
paired. The conflict here is not 
only in law but in the spirit of the 
times. 
No law 
exists, 
not 
even 
the 
Smith Act, which outlaw's the Com­ 
munist party and which m akes it 
illegal for an American to accept 
the M arxist theory as a way of 
life. 


THE CONFUSIONS before con­ 
gressional committees m irror the 
confusions 
in 
American 
thought 
from the impact of a new religion, 
the Marxist church and a new uni­ 
versal state, Soviet Russia. Our 
thinking on the subject is limi­ 
ted to our small experience with 
social revolutions. 
When big Bill 
Haywood, 
B e n 
Reitman, Carol Tresca and Eliza­ 
beth Gurley Flynn advocated the 
anarcho-syndicalism of the IWW, 
nobody worried too 
much 
about 
them, any m ore than E m m a Gold­ 
m a n ’s brand 
of 
anarchism 
left 
even a scratch on the surface of 
our history. Even Eugene V. Debs, 
who fashioned A m e r i c a n So­ 
cialism, or Morris Hillquit or Vic­ 
tor Berger left few footprints on 
th*' sands of American thought. 
Tile Marxists divide themselves 
into m any groups. 


OUR DIFFICULTIES arise from 
the tendency to throw them into 
one package and 
call 
them 
all 
Communists, which quickly trans­ 
lates itself into the word. spy. Let 
m e differentiate these groups: 
I. Intellectual 
M arxists: 
These 
are men and women who accept 
the doctrine of dialectical m ater­ 
ialism as a 
suitable 
solution 
to 
m an ’s problems. They reject the 
mystical concepts of Christianity, 
particularly the creation of m an 
by God and 
the 
revelation 
of 
N atural Law by w'hich a 
moral 
society exists not by human evolu­ 
tion and development but by the 
authority of the Creator. 


! Communist party rre an agency or 
discipline. To outsiders, it would 
j appear that they talk one way and 
act snottier. H ie refer* in c* ngres- 
sional 
investigations, 
they 
a r e 
often placed in an ambiguous and 
taken by t b e j em barrassing position. 
2. A n ti- C o m m u n is t Marxists: 
Since 1848. M arx.st ideas have af­ 
fected and influenced great num ­ 
bers of persons in all countries. 
As a d o c t r i n e . M arxism has 
proved to be particularly attrac­ 
tive to social and natural scien­ 
tists. The Social Democratic p ar­ 
ties in all countries ba<ed them ­ 
selves on M arxism. Until the or­ 
ganization of the disciplined Rus­ 
sian Bolshevik 
group 
in 
1903, 
numerous interpretations of M arx­ 
ism appeared. The Russian party 
w'as split on doctrine until Lenin 
took over in 1917 and established a 
rigid orthodoxy. 


THE TURNOVER of supporters 
has been enormous, 
particularly 
among intellectuals. Many f.ed the 
orthodox 
Communist 
party 
be­ 
cause of Its limitations upon the 
hum an spirit: 
nevertheless 
they 
did not desert the 
sociology 
of 
M arxism. Among such are • to be 
found the m ost violent and effec­ 
tive anti-Communists. 
3. The Communists: These a r e 
party m em bers, 
accepting 
t h e 
rigid disciplines of revolutionary 
partisanship, never rejecting t h e 
absurd.ties of twisting party lines, 
d e v o t i n g themselves to under­ 
ground responsibilities even if they 
involve 
espionage 
and 
treason. 
Theirs but to obey in the hope that 
the revolution will ultimately free 
men from class, racial, national, 
religious distinctions, and that all 
m en will eventually be brothers in 
the bosom of the Kremlin. 
The difficulty has been that the 
American 
congressional 
commit­ 
tees investigating Communism do 
not always m ake such distinctions. 
Too often, 
they do 
not 
know 
enough about the subject to un­ 
derstand how a scientist, for in­ 
stance. can accept 
the 
environ­ 
m entalist t h e o r i e s inherent in 
M arxism and not be a

Malenkov. 


IT WILL BE necessary for them 
to inform themselves on the sub­ 
ject, to differentiate between ideas 
and action if all anti-Communist 
efforts are not to become absurd. 
Anti-Communism has suffered a 
setback in the United States dur­ 
ing the past year 
because 
its 
broad generalizations, particularly 
concerning intellectuals, have been 
rejected 
as 
incredulous, 
As 
a 
m atter of fact, if the capitalistic 
anti-Communists could m ake com­ 
mon cause with the M arxist anti­ 
com m unists, the small but hellish 
band 
of 
conspirators 
would 
be 
driven from our land.

The firem an’s working hours con­ 
sist of being on duty 24 hours and 
off duty 24 hours Unless they are 
out on a fire or emergency of an­ 
other nature, they have lights out 
at IO p. rn., assuring them a good 
night's rest before going out on 
their other job the 24 hours off 
duty. 
During the 24 hours on dutv, the 
firemen clean the trucks and sta­ 
tion. prepare 
their 
meals, 
ha. e 
television 
and 
radio 
and 
have 
plenty of leisure time unless they 
are o t on an emergency 
Now let's lock at this “ Kelly 
days” or "Kelly week” business. 
This occurs every other week and 
the firemen on his "Kelly day s” 
has three consecutive d iy s off Say 
a fireman works Sunday and is 
off Monday, then works Tuesday 
ired hic “Kelly Week” is W e d n es­ 
day, Thursday and Friday 
then 
he works Saturday, is off Sunday 
again, etc —until his * Kelly week” 
again 
In other words a fireman 
during 
his 
Kelly 
week” 
only 
works three days of the week at 
the fire station. 
Now don't get me wrong. I have 
no quarrel or grudge with any of 
the f.remen. and I know it is es­ 
sential that we have an adequate 
fire departm ent. The point I am 
trying to gain is the unfairness and 
in j jstness of the firemen—w h o 
make better than $300 a month 
as firemen, plus paid vacate ns— 
holding extra jobs that some less 
fortunate m an could have at this 
time.

W A SH IN G T O N UP — Some days 
the world takes on 
an Alice-in- 
Wonderland look. Yesterday was 
one of the days. 


Less than two months ago Rus­ 
sia’s Foreign M inister Molotov de­ 
manded the North Atlantic. Treaty 
Organization (NATO* be abolished. 
Then he laughed out loud at his 
own gall. The Western Allies had 
created N ATO solely as a defense 
against Russia. 
Yesterday the Russians pulled a 
switch. Now. they said, they’d con­ 
sider joining NATO. Once in. they’d 
be entitled to the W est’s defense 
secrets. 
A W ashington wit who heard of 
this said: 
"T h a t’s the same as if Jesse 
Jam es asked for a job in Ft. Knox, 
counting the gold, with the p rivi­ 
lege of unlimited take home p a y ."! 
The 
State 
Department, 
much 
more stiffly, said: 
" It is a m aneuver to gain ad­ 
m ittance within the walls of the 
West to undermine its security.” 
It m ay have been no such thing. 
The 
Russians 
m ay 
never 
have 
thought they had a chance of join­ 
ing NATO, never have wanted to. 
Their purpose, since the proposal 
didn’t cost them a dime and might 
cause trouble, m ay have been this: 
To drive a wedge between the 
United States and Fran ce and add 
to Secretary of State Dulles’ prob­ 


lems before he ever reaches Gen­ 
eva. 


He's going there April 26 to talk 
with Britain. France, Russia and 
the 
Chinese 
Communists 
about 
Asian problems, Korea and Indo­ 
china. 


NATO will be five years old Sun­ 
day. Russia has opposed it from 
the beginning. The 14 m em ber na­ 
tions are pledged to help one an­ 
other if Russia attacks. 


The United States wants some 
of the N ATO members on the E u ­ 
ropean 
mainland, 
m ainly 
West 
G erm any and France, to pool their 
troops in a single arm y that could 
stand off a Russian attack until 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Britain 
swung into action. 


The 
West 
Germ ans 
have 
ap­ 
proved creating a new batch of 
soldiers which would not be in a 
Germ an 
arm y 
but 
in 
a 
single 
arm y with the French—the Europ­ 
ean Defense Community. 


The French, fearful of seeing the 
Germ ans rearm under any circum- j 
stances, have stalled about agree­ 
ing to ED C although they’re mem­ 
bers of NATO. 
Without ED C . NATO would be a 
shell. If the Russians could dis­ 
courage the French from getting 
into ED C . they would practically 
destroy NATO. 
So they’ve worked overtime. 
In late Ja n u a ry and early Fe b ­ 


ruary Molotov met in Berlin with 
' Dulles and the foreign m insters of 
Britain and France. Eden and Bi- 
dault. 
He produced a plan which would 
throw the United States o.t of all 
its 
European 
alliances 
at 
one 
stroke: 


That NATO be abolished and 32 
nations of Europe form a security 
group of their own. with the United 
States not permitted to join. 


That was when Molotov laughed. 
Dulles, Eden and Bidault laughed 
too. 
But France is still stalling 
about approving ED C . 
Now 
Russia 
suddenly proposes 
the United States join the 32-nation 
security group, suggested by Molo­ 
tov, and says Russia m ay consider 
joining NATO. 
If this sounds at all reasonable 
to this country’s European allies.
